Burt fox all their ſho ws of loue, God ſend 
vs the company ot pur goad friends in Eng⸗ 
lande, foꝛ our owne extreamity is not ſuch, 
as is the griefe aud diſcantent orf minde, to 
ſee what numbers of Chꝛiſt ians daily are 
bꝛought hither: And not long ſince there 
was bzolight by M tercyar the A dmixall 
1000, able men pꝛiſoners, besides flaues 
which were taken byfowze ſmall Gallies 
of the Turkes, going in courſe onthe Chꝛi⸗ 
ſtian H9:e, where they met the the two chief 
Galliesofche Pukeof Flozence his A dmi⸗ 
Tall with his lanthoꝛne, and one other, the 
lcaſt hauing twenty eight bankesona ſide, 
and ſixe men at euery Dare. Theſe Gallies 
when they ſaw ſirſt the Turkes gaue them 
chaſe, and the Turkes comming wich them 
nie wiſe, came ſodainely in ſight to difcrie 
what one the other were. 

Tie Florentines perceiuing them to bee 
Turkes, were amazed what to doo, ſome 
would fight, others gaue counſelto be gone: 
Growing into mutinies within themielues 
the 
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the guidet of the Chziſtian Admiral cried 
outto the Captains, to free his ſlaues, and 
let them ũght toꝛ their liberty: But he cried 
to de gone and cauled them to row all the⸗ 
could. But his flaues beiug man of them 
Turkes would not woꝛke, but gaue ouer 
theiclabozin hope that they ſhould befrecd 
by thoſe Gallies . How ſo euer it chaunted, 
they uſined them ſelues woꝛſe than they 
wette chep round not be: if taken they were 
ſure ot lidertie: ifnot, they cou de bee no 
woꝛſe. 5 

ye companies as is ſalde, being at this 
ods wo thin themlelues, vp camethe Gal- 
les, and diſchargedtheir Pꝛowes andſmal 
ſhot vyon them, doing much ſpo le vnto the 
and killed many of the men, yet were moſt 
bꝛuuely anſwered of the Flozentines, who 
ſpared neither powder noꝛ ſhot, but in rea⸗ 
ſonable ſoꝛt beſtowed them both.

Chus vp the foꝛce ot thoſe mercileg 
people are many beggered which were of 
wealth and vtter ly ſpoiled. And ü is greatly

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fearcd in all Chꝛiſtian Regions in theſe 
partes, that with greater fozces they will 
mae their repaire into thoſe-Confines; md 
by the Merchants of Marcellus it is romb 
moni ſpoken heere , that hee gathereth a 
great power pꝛetending to come foꝛ Naz 
pies: To rebate whole furious pꝛide in tom 
qut ring the Spaniſh King hath tent to toe 
State ot: Uenice foꝛ aide againſt them 
which the Duke will not grant in regarde 
of the League betweene them , without 
great matters bee accompliſht vohteivis bes 
quixed : It isſaide , he re qutretu @piciiaty 
be aſſuredto the State of Uentoe. But ho do
